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Notice of Intended Action

Proposing rule making related to student loan default
and providing an opportunity for public comment

The Educational Examiners Board hereby proposes to rescind Chapter 9, “Student Loan
Default/Noncompliance with Agreement for Payment of Obligation,” and to amend Chapter 11,
“Complaints, Investigations, Contested Case Hearings,” and Chapter 25, “Code of Professional Conduct
and Ethics,” Jowa Administrative Code.

Legal Authority for Rule Making
This rule making is proposed under the authority provided in lowa Code section 272.2.
State or Federal Law Implemented

This rule making implements, in whole or in part, lowa Code section 272.2 and 2019 ITowa Acts,
Senate File 304.

Purpose and Summary

The proposed amendments are intended to implement 2019 Iowa Acts, Senate File 304, which
eliminates the suspension or revocation of a license issued to a person who is in default or is delinquent
on repayment or a service obligation under federal or state postsecondary educational loans or public
or private services-conditional postsecondary tuition assistance solely on the basis of such default or
delinquency.

ITEM 1. Rescind and reserve 282—Chapter 9.

ITEM 2.  Amend subparagraph 11.4(1)“e”(1) as follows:

(1) The executive director receives information that a practitioner:

8. Has failed to comply with a board order as prohibited by 282—paragraph 253(H~d-=

25.3(7)“c”; and

ITEM 3.  Amend subrule 25.3(7) as follows:

25.3(7) Standard VIl—compliance with state law governing obligations to state or local
governments, studenttoan-obligations: child support obligations, and board orders. Violation of this
standard includes:

a. Failing to comply with 282—Chapter 8 concerning payment of debts to state or local
governments.

b. Failng to comply with 282—Chapter 10 concering child support obligations.
c.  Failing to comply with a board order.
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
